DE LACRY DYING BY INCHES. 


A Goxtortionist Who Is Slewly Losing 
/ His Sease of Feeling.

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—James De Lacey, 
a@ young Englishman in Bellevue Hospital, 


is slowly losing his sense of feeling. He 
is only 23 years old, and, according to 
the physicians who are pecan yy A the 
strange case, will never see another birth- 
day. From his infancy De Lacey has 
a gator Contes, and his fame spread to 
all Eu variety halls. He received a 
particulariy heavy fall while performing, 
and to this he attributés his trouble. The 
doctors at Bellevue have diagnosed it as 
progressive muscular atroghy, which is a 
paralysis of the muscles. 
The disease first manifested itself, about 
seven years ago, when De Lacey’s arms be- 
an to weaken. He was treated electrically 
y a physician without effect, and he was 
obliged to retire from business. The muscles 
of his shoulders were next affected, and 
after awhile he began to lose flesh so rapidly 
that his body above the waist was little 
else than skin and bone.. This decline 
centiued for three years, and the malady 
extended to his legs. The muscles- here 
began to weaken and shrink. De Lacey 
found that he could walk only by pressing 
heavily upon his hips. After awhile he 
lost the power of his legs altogether, ‘and 
had to resort to a wheeled chair. In August 
Jast he was taken to Bellevue Hospital. 
Since then every possible remedy known to 
medical and s science has been re- 
sorted to without effect, and it has finally 
been decided that bis.maledy has advanced 
too far to allow of gny cure or even relief.

The sidewalks as a consequence 
were so crowded that pedestrians found it 
almost impossible to get along. And yet the 


street. and sidewalk in front of the build- }- 


ing are much wider than Olive street in 
St. Louis. ‘ tie 

“This congestion of cities is a growing 
problem that must be faced, and unless we 
meet it now we will find when it is too late 
that we have made a grave mistake. 

“Then there is thé question of artistic 
beauty. No one will claim for a moment, I 
think, that there is anything attractive in 
the appearance of a street where you. have 
eixteen-story and two-story buildings al- 
ternating for blocks. The French realize 
the absurdity of such-a proposition, and for 
that reason they have never allowed it in 
Paris, which is unquestionably one of the 
most beautiful cities of Nhe world. The 
authorities would not think of entertaining 
@ proposition for the erection of @ building 
that towers over 100 feet in air. Much the 
same idea is entertained‘in Berlin, London 
and St. Petersburg, in all of which the 
beautiful in architecture predominates. 

“We make the excuse here that our 

rowth has been so rapid that we have 

een forced in many instances to sacrifice 
the artistic to utility. This is the veriest 
bosh, for the reason that while the growth 
of our cities has been phenomenal, it has 
hardly kept pace with the increase of the 
reat centers of Europe. The growth of 
3erlin in the last twenty-five years has 
exceeded that of Chicago, while Buda 
Pesth has gained more inhabitants in pro- 
portion than any city of the world. Lon- 
don has outstripped every city on the 
globe. And yet in spite of all this the 
aithorities over there have never for’ an 
instant lost sight of the symmetrical and 
the beautiful. 

“Laying aside the question of the beauti- 
ful, however, it strikes me that high butld- 
ings partake something of the nature of 
trusts. Has anyone ever stopped to jn- 
quire how much damage is done, to adjacént 
ye enerty by the erection of a sky-scraper? 

f, instead of sixteen-story buildings, you 
establish a limit of ten floors how much 
greater area would the office buildings of 
St. Louis cover? By preventing the erec- 
tion of such enormous streetures on Olive 
street, would not the réajty on Locust, 
Pine and Chestnut be much more valuable? 
Those are merely suggestions on my part, 
but it strikes me that they cover the case 
in a way that seems to have been over- 
Jooked. . 

“Again, what world be the result of fire 
on a buildimg, say Ike the Union Trust 
building? The matter, I believe, has never 
been put to the test: Suppose the biock 
facing the building were to get on fire and 
be destroyed with a south wind blewing; it 
has occurred to me that the iron in the 
frame of the big building would buckle 
@nd the entire structure would collapse. 
I may be wrong in this, but the .opinion 
of an expert engineer on the subject would 
be interesfing.’’

to Be Made on That Thoroughfare. 


The march cf improvement on Washing- 
ton avenue, as predicted in interviews pub- 


lished in the Post-Dispatch Jan. 6, appears 
to have already begun.

No physician prescribed for little Bertha 
Marvin, the 6-year-old grand-daughter of 
W. H. Marvin, who died of membranous 


croup at 6228 Ridge avenue, Wednesday. 
None of the simple remedies that mothers 
usually employ were resorted to. 

The prayers of the pastor, elders and 
congregation of the Full Bible Church were 
depended upon to afleviate the child’s suf- 
ferings and restore her to health. Now the 
little one is @ead. 

A week ago the little girl was taken with 
a bad cold. This grew steadily worse and 
Tuesday membranous croup in its most 
virulent form set in.

On the contrary, 
Zachritz pursued a course of such partion.

The change of venue on the*indictments,

“TY. Have Stated to Friends That I Do 
Not Desire a Third Term.”’

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 16.—There 
was more falk at Democratic headquarters 


over the announcement that President 
Cleveland would not bea candidate for a 
third term than there was over the place 
for holding the Democratic National Con- 
vention. Some doubt was expressed by the 
general run of callers as to the genuine, 
ness of the story, but, those in authority 
soon confirmed the information and even 
ventured further in expressing the opinion 
that John R. Fellows or some other repre- 
sentative from New York might announce 
Mr. Cleveland’s purpese before the National 
Committee in backing up the assertion to 
be made that New York will have no candi- 
date for the Presidency and no platform to 
urge, should the convention be held in the 


pposed, however, that the 
President will grant authority for such an 
announcement to be made in his name. He 
will probably choose another occasion than 
a meeting of the National Committee, 
called to determine in what city the next 
convention will be held. 

The news of Cleveland’s refusal to run 
again did not come from the White House 
in any round-about manner. It was given 
by the President himself to certain gentle- 
men who called upon. him to ascertain if he 
had any wishes as to the city in which the 
convention should be held. The President's 
visitors assured him that if h. was to be 
in the race they were for him. Then Mr. 
Cleveland said: 

“I have stated to some of my friends that 
I do not desire a third term.  I.h@ve no 
wishes to express on the subject of cities.’’ 

The President’s mannér convinced his 
callers that he did not desire to continue 
the conversation further and that his de- 
termination not to be a candidate was fully 

made. The President, in-ending the inter- 

view, remarked that he had hoped that any 

statement from him on the’ subject would 
be unnecessary.
